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Oce recent suggestion that a bold and, 
as far as China is concerned, a new 
measure should be adépted to invigorate 
and expand the China trade is likely 
to ve adopted by the community. This 
is the age of Exhibitions, and there 
seems to be every prospect that one 
will be held here two years hence, 
on a scale fitting the present import- 
ance of the China trade and of Shang- 
hai as its metropolis. It seems from 
carefal enquiries that have been made 
within the last few days that mer- 
chants had arrived at the same con- 
clusions as we have expressed—that 
the time had come when a united 
effort should be made with the 
view of helping forward the slow pro- 
cess of trade expansion in this coun- 
try, and of breaking up the depression 
which affects foreigners and natives 
alike. There is a general and enthu- 
siastic agreement that this can best 
be done by an International Exhibi- 
| tion, similar in design and object. to 
those which have already been held 
in almost every part of the world; be. 
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cause these have elsewhereaccomplished 
what we hope to accomplish here, and 
also because it is the only meaus by 
which we can hope to strike the imagi- 
uation of the Chinese; so that the mass 
of intelligent people who are more or 
loss acquainted with us and our trade 
and ways, and we hope also those 
classes who have hitherto held aloof 
from intercourse with foreigners, the 
gontry, literates, aud the officials, may 
‘be so impressed with the demonstration 
that its influence will be lasting. The 
arguments and illustrations which we 
used lind been, as we may say, floating 
in the minds of people here for 
some time past; the necessity for 
something being dono becoming more 
apparent every year as the duluess, or, 
as we may say, tho lifelessness in every 
department of commerce, only pressed 
harder on the community. And while 
these ideas and the necessity for action 
have been gradually drawiug people 
tumurds a cummoun conclusion, tho timos 
have been helping to the ono which in 
our opinion promises to be tho best, 
and that we are glad to say has beon 
adopted by our leading merchauts. 
For it is certain that the attention 
of the mercautile world everywhere has 
never been before directed towards this 
country as it has been directed for some 
months past, and as it is at present, 
Circumstances have increased this at- 
tontion in a few special interosts, 
bat the greater part of the cagorness 


with which manufacturing aud mercan- 
tile communities in our own countries 


are looking towards China, is due to 
tho feeling that the capabilities for 
trade of the country and of the people 
have nob beon anything like properly 
Aoveloped. ‘This may be no more than 
a general impression in the minds of 
the majority of Westerns who have con- 
siderod the matter at ail, but it is also 
avory firm conviction on the part of 
tiiose who are best acqnainted with 


China, whobave considered the position, 
aud why ure yuulifed wy yive an optuten 


upon it that may safely be accepted by 
the world. Although the proposition 
to establish an Exhibition here and 
open it at as early a date as possible 
has been discussed with merchants of all 
nationalties having varied stakes orrisks 
in the trade of the country, from not 
one hus a dissontient voice been heard. 
On uo previous occasion when a general 
niovemeut of the community has been 
proposed, has there been anything like 
the unanimity shown by our merchants 
which they are now displaying. Difli- 
culties have been suggested, aud these 
‘will have to be overcome, but they will 
require to be much more formidable 
than they appear in tho mind’s eye of 
one or two pessimists to prove insuper- 
able obstacles to our mercantile com- 


munity, not sanding, but advancing 
shoulder to shoulder. And as this 
forward movement will be shared iu by 
Chinese of influence and experience, we 
do not doubt that it will be thoroughly 
successfal. We may expect the gene- 
rous and unstinted aid of foreigners and 
natives at the other treaty ports, every 
one of which would share in the ex- 
tended trade which we look for from 
an Exhibition here. For we hope that 
it will be on such au imposing scale 
that crowds of Chinese will visit iteven 
from remote parts; and this will lead 
to greater intercourse between the 
coast and the provinces, and in many 
instances .to the formation of new 
markets in hitherto unopened districts, 
that will both bay from and sell to us. 
‘There are probably few places in China 
to which forelyu guuds Lave wut pours 
trated, bat there are a great many 
where they are laxuries, or articles 
which the people can do without, and 
that they only purchase from curiosity 
or on occasion, but which would under 
Proper encouragement pass into the 
list of necessities of their daily lives. 
Wo may recall oue instance which wo 
referred to some time ago—the mention 
by Mr. Hosie of bis finding refined sugar, 
no doubt the production of Hongkong, on 
sale in 2 market far in the interior, and 
this case is we do not doubt typical of 
agreat many, in which it is only necos 
sary to let tho Chinose know what we 
can do for them to improve and cheapon 
the articles which they conanme, ia 
order to induce a trado that will bo 
advantageous to all, producers aud pnr- 
chasers. Aud as our wares are thus 
brought within the reach of the in- 
land people, so theirs will be intro- 
duced to the notice of the seaboard 
provinces and contiguous districts, with 
the best results. Indeed, though we 
expoct that foreign trade will largely 
benefit from the Exhibition, we be- 
lieve that the intor-provincial trade 
will benefit much more. by its ex- 
tousion; thereby giving employmout 
to millions of people, aud increasing 
tueir means and comforts. As we 
said the other day, the Chinese are 
probably the most practical people 
on earth; and though they are mach 
slower to avail of new ways than 
Westerns are, they do take to them 
when they perceive their advantage to 
them, and their slow advance towards 
new methods is pretty sure to be 
soou accelerated, if there is any trast to 
be placed in what wo call the signs of 
the times. 

‘There is every indication that 
the community will gladly bear the 
heat and burden of instituting and 
carrying on the proposed Exhibition, 
and when our own resources fall 
short we shall doubtless receive the 








assistance from those at a distance who 
are interested in China and its trade. 
These now pretty nearly comprize tho 
whole commercial world in one way or 
another, and therefore it is only rea- 
sonable to expect that Governments as 
well as merchants and manufacturers 
will come to the assistance of the under- 
taking. It is hoped that the Court of 
Peking will extend support to the Ex- 
hibition, similar to that given by ralers 
in other countries, and afford every 
reasonable facility in the matter of 
domestic and foreign Customs duties. 
To Western Governments we think 
an appeal might be reasonably made 
for their influence, which will no 
doubt be readily given, for every facility 
which the Exhibition and exhibitors 
may require, and also for grants of 
‘Phoow Luve Leou given betore 
to similar enterprizes, sometimes within 
the national countries and sometimes 
to Exhibitions which were held is 
other lands. Bnt even if no prece- 
dent existed for giving public money 
to such Exhibitions as we shall, wo 
hope, hold here, our case may well be 
consideredexceptional. Our community 
is small, aud comprised of people of 
many nationalities, and though we shall 
help ourselves in this matter to tho 
best of our ability, our resources are 
limited, Taking it for granted, and 
vo see na reason why we should not do 
so, that the mercantile communities in 
China, and those in Europe, America 
and the Colonies who have special 
associations in busiuess with us, will 
provide all the funds, still, the moral 
effect of pecuniary aid, as well as diplo- 
matic and other support, from foreign 
Governments would have a quite extra. 
ordinary effect on the magnates at 
Peking. It would be like sending » 
joint present from monarchs and repub- 
lies, such as potentates exchanged in 
former times; it would not be con- 
sidered otherwise than as meant in 


the most friendly spirit, and it would 
encourage the enlightened advisers of 


the Emperor to step forwards more 
boldly in the path that will best improve 
the condition of theiv country and its 


money 











inhabitants. We cannot expect that 
tho opinions and prejudices against 
merchants which have descended to the 
present raling classes in China will be 
quickly dispelled ; we hope that some. 
thing has already been done to effect 
this, but nothing would so certainly 
shake them and hasten their entire 
removal as the identification of them- 
selves with this Exhibition, by the Em- 
perors, and Kings, and Presidents. 
So far as Great Britain is concerne 

we are certain that the most rigid 
economists would consider money so 





applied as well spont;-and that any 
Government of any political party 
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would receive unanimous support to 
a grant that all would concede to 
have been given in a liberal and wise 
spirit, And we believe that it will 
bo tho same with the rulers and Govern- 
ments of other countries.

March, 1861, ha was appointed British 
Vice-Consul at Whampoa, and since that 
time up to the time of his removal to 
Amoy he had spent his life botween there 
and Canton, whero he had several times 
acted as Consul. Le was acting in this 
eupacity when the riots occurred on Sha- 
mewn in September, 1883, and though some 

id he did not act with the necessary firm-

Tr is evident that merchants aud pro- 
neers of all vatioualities recognise the 
necessity of adopting uew wags of ex- 
tending or retaining their ehares of the 
world’s business. ‘I'he last quarter of a 
ooutury Las wituessed a suprising ex- 
tension of industrial enterprises, ‘This 
has beeu partly owing to the increased 
facilities for travelling, and the tastes 
oud wauts which seeing the world in- 
troduced into comumuuities that had 
previously been content with what 
their own districts aud their own labours 
could produce, The kuowledge of new 
arts aud industries aud the demand for 
foreign productions which were introdu- 
ood, iu these aud other ways, gave au im. 
pulse to the manufacture, in various 
couutries, of many articles aud goods 
whioh had proviously been imported ; 




















aud this bas resulted iu over 
supply of such articles which has 
uaturally given rise to a very 


stroug desire on the part of producers 
to fiud markets for the o apply, 
aud the menus of further increasing 
theic industries, Supply las for a 
time rou ahead of demand; aud 
producere, whether capitalists or 
workmen, are, iu the preseut time, more 
intelligout aud active thau their class 
was uob many years ago. Govern. 
monls have generally lagged be- 
hind their people, in  porceiving the 
uatioual beuefits which flow from ex- 
tended commerce with foreign uations. 
But Goverumonts nowadays al- 
most compoliug with each other iu 
helping tho extension of the trade of 
their countriag, and this in othor waye 
than by the maintenance of time-hon- 
oured mistakes in tariffs aud commercial 
legislation, Muuy Europeau Govern: 
ments are as engerly searching for uew 
markets whoro their merchauts may sell 
their wares as ever an adventurer in 
Queen Elizabeth’s times, or Dutchman 
after his couutry bad shaken off the 
Spanish yoke, Iu those old days, the 
atteution of noble and of citizen was 
obiefly direoted to the Hast asthe most in- 
viting field for thoir enterprises, just as 
Governments aud traders give most of 
their attoution to it at the present time. 
‘The struggle among thom now is as 
keen as when, with one or two excep- 
tious, all the commercial countries in 
Europebad East Ludia Companier, char- 
tered, favoured, fostered, by their Gov- 
eruments, aud all expected to pour into 
the warehouses of their fatherlauds the 
righ productions of the Orieut aud the 
fabulous wealth which its races were 
supposed to possess, ‘Times change, and 
mothods chavge also. European cabinets 
no longer give charters to exclusive 
companies, conferring mouopolics, but 
they extend to the geucral commerco of 
their couutries what is, on the whule, au 
intelligent as well as auactiveassiatauce, 
meant not only to support it in those 
countries where italrendy exisle, but to 
extond it in uew directions. 





























Bat with all the belp which their 
Governments give them, it is evideut 
to readers of the newspapers which are 
specially devoted to commercial subjects, 
that there are certain deficiencies which 
must be supplied before their mer- 
chauts can enter fuirly into the fields 
that are opening to them. In English, 
American, German, and French news- 
papers of this class, we constantly meet 
with references to this want, aud sume- 
times to remarkable plaus that have 
been adopted to supply it. ‘Tue Trade 
Reports of Consuls and other officials 
to their different Guveruments now 
almost invariably allude to the ways 
adopted by the rivals in trade of their 
nationalities, to sell the articles with 
which tho markets are familiar aud to 
iutrodace others which are wore or 
less novelties, It hns been found not 
easy to do this by individual effort. 
The active commis voyageur muy do 
much, but be canuot stay in the must 
Prouisiug uow market fOr ever, with- 
out ceasing to be a commis voyayeur, 
He can do much, but not sufficient for 
the impatiout commerce of modoru 
times, Which from ite rapidity of produe- 
tion requires large new murkets overy 
uow aud then to clear away the accu- 
nulatious of stock, and to give new work 
to its labour, in those periods, such os 
the present, which inevitably follow 
times of too great expansion, ‘Those 
who act as the intelligence department 
ofcomuerce, the Ublaus who precede the 
great army of merchants, lave been cnat- 
ing about for new ways of displaying 
what their conutrymen Lave to sell, aud 
fiuding out what other people have thut 
their countrymen could buy, to increase | 
quickly, aud by as large strokes—to 
too oommoroial aryot—us muy bo pos: 
sible the commerce of theit employ 
ors, ‘That au immense quautity of 
the fraits of the earth and of the labour 
of mau raus to waste, simply because 
other people in other lauds do uot know 
of theirexisteuco and avai y to their 
wants, is uudoubted, Au hour spout | 
iu comparing the Castoms Returns fur 
China, for someyears past, or a glance at 
the trade of Iudin twenty years ngoand 
now, will prove this. It may be said 
that changes in the value of money | 
and in the means of transmission have 
maiuly couduced to this. But these 
changes are uow permanent forces 
iv our trade; aud any further nlter- 
ation in them will certainly be in 
the direction of more cleapuess, 
and greater swiftuess of oarriago com- 
bined with lower rates of freight. Que 
of these suggestious is the establish- 
ment in great ceutres of commerce,— 
those places where the traders of a 
country are accustomed to purchase 
imports and to which they bring 
their supplies of exports, —of magazinor, 
whoro visitors from country districts, 
such as the iulaud aud const pr 
of China, could see aud buy foreigu 
articles of merchandise. Nothing is; 
more probable than that great additions 
to one import aud export trade would 
result from the establishment of such a

magazine or exhibition here, ‘The 
Chinese kuow where to buy aud soll 
the staple articles of our commerce, but 
there are many other things, such as 
machiuery of all kinds and articles for 
domestic use, which there is now no 
meuns of bringing under their observa- 
tion, but which, if they were made 
kuown to them, they would purchase. 
Qu the other hand, the Chinese would 
undoubtedly bring here mauy products 
and manufactures, of the existence of 
which and their capabilities as articles 
of trade we are very imperfectly in- 
formed, and that would form a cone 
sidernble addition to our exports. The 
winds of foreign and of Chinese” 
traders would thus be brought to- 
gether in a way there is now uo 
appronch to, aud from the exchauge of 
ideas which would take placean immense 
increase of trade would arise, ‘I'lnt 
oue suggestion; and one which pr 
mises to be very fruitfulof good 
to all concerned in trade wherever it 
may be udopted.

Especially 
might we look for an immense increase 
of trade, were people of all untion- 
alities combined to employ the methods 
which tho sagacity of outerprisiug iu- 
dividuals is showing to be the best 
adapted to meet the changes of mo- 
dern commerce. Iu the preseut feverish 

















| competition between uatious, there is 


no time to perceive that if all acted 
together in procuring an extension of 
the fields of trade, there would be room 
onough for us all, It is becnnso the 
sumbors of compotitors increase, -while 
the areas to whieh theie trade is con 
fiued do not extend with sufliciont rap- 
idity, tut the depression in all brauches 
of commerce aud labour is so long cous 
tinued aud serious, 
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Tae growth of tho foreign trade of 
China has been slow, aud it bas not 
yet atteined the dimensions which the 
number of the inbabitants of the coun- 
try led our predecessors to expect. 
This is due to several causes which are 
well kuown to all who lave studied 
the conditions of the people and the 
conutry. ‘The greater part of the 
population is poor and auable to do 
more than supply its daily wants, but 
notwithstanding this there remains a 
large number whose condition ranges 
upwards from well-to-do to wealthy. 
In the abeonco of any information such 
sa our own Income Tax returus and 
other methods of direct taxation afford, 
it is impossible to form any estimate of 
tho meaus of the Chinese middle ola 
except the very general oue that 
despite oocasioual checks from floods 
oud fo fon of the paople 
has been mending sinoe the close of the 
Taiping rebellion. It is doubtfal if the 
foreign import trade represents the ex- 
tont of this improvement, and although 
we must make some allowance for the 
waste of money aud men which the 
suppression of the rebellion iu the North- 
west cansed, that should not have had 
any great effect on the condition of the 
people generally. And, considering the 
largo population of Chins, the effect 
would neither have beon great nor 
lasting if the Imperial aud Provincial 
financial arrangements were carried on 
by reasonable or sensible mothods, The 
debis which were incurred by the Com- 
mandor of the expedition to suppress 
the rebellion in the North-west were 
repudiated by the Government on whose 
bolislf they wereundertaken, aud the loss 
of capital which they thus sustained 
obliged many Shansi baukers to with. 
draw altogether from business, ‘he

Ohina, | When their bauking 
was in fall vigour, its bauks doalt 
with places the most remote, aud there 
was sonrcely a town, or oven a collec.

‘The injury which the bauking system in 
tho middle and north-west provinces of 
Chins then received has been a serions 
hindrance to the extension of foreign 
‘commorce ; aud its effeots have probably 
been more lasting than iunudatious in 
eome parts of the country aud famines in 
others. For, about the same time when 
go many Shansi bankers retired from 
business, or 80 soon afterwards as to con- 
nect the tivo together, the monied classes 
in Széchuen, and in the districts which 
deal with Hankow, took alarm aud 
withdrew their fauds from the financial 
and tradiug oporations in which they 
had previously been employed. We 
mention these things as the most im- 
portaut occurrences which have re- 
tarded the increase of business in late 
years, But making all these allow. 
‘ances, and others which will at ouce 
goour to looal readers, the fact, we 














think, remains that our commerce with 
this country has not increased, either 
on the outward or inward side, as 
it should have done. The Customs 
‘Tariff is on the whole a faie one, aud it 
is probable that the lekin exactions i 
the country do not, after all, mach 
decrease the trade in our imports of 
general articles, whatever effect they 
may have upon the consumption of 
opium iu the districts at some distance 
from the ports. It is trne that the 
means of communication are slow,costly, 
above what they need be, aud defec- 
tive, but they are at their worst what 
the country Las been accustomed to from 
time immemorial, but where steamers 
ply they are quite as good ns the same 
means of trausport afford in Europe aud 
America, The deficiencies in t 
port in China do not impede the iuternal 
trade, as much as we, accustomed to 
rapid and cheap mothods, suppose the; 
do, though there is no doubt that witl 
better steam-communication busines 
would soou become larger. ‘The intro. 
duction of these improvements would 
effect much good, aud would probably 
realise to the fullest the sanguine 
expectations that were indulged in on 
the completion of the ‘I'reaty of ‘Tioutsin; 
bat there seems to us uo reason why 
we should wait for them before taking 
the measures to improve aud increase 
our commerce which are within our 
reach, Muking our port a centre of 
attraction to the Chinese of means and 
leisure, to the meu of light and lending, 
and to the mercantile classes in those 
parts of China, where, although foreig 
goods are consumed, the name of 
Shanghai may scarcely be kuown, 
would Lave the best possible influence, 
not ouly in inoreasing commerce, but 
in disseminating a kuowledgo of othor 
things which wo rightly regard os 
necessities to this couutry, to enable 
to take ber proper position among 
Eastern nations, and to retain her place 
in the firat rank while others aro advauc- 
ing. There appears to us no way so 
likely to do this, aud bring about many 
other excellent things, as the establish. 
mout here, as soon as possible, of the 
attraction we advocated yesterday. In 
addition to the othar advantages wh 
it offers te foreiguers aud Chin 
has novelty to recommend it to this 
uation, and we know enough of our 
native neighbours to be aware that that 
is a recommendation, especially when 
combined with the prospect of its turn- 
ing to their general beuefit. The same 
people who cling to old forme, and 
require couformily to patterns and 
qualities in the articles they purchase 
from us, are, in their own way, at the 
same time showing an appreciation of 
our science and iuventious. This would 
undoubtedly have been more evidont 
aud Lave produced more fruit had 
we used greater efforts to make our 
productions better known in the coun- 
ty, and Lad we at the same time done 
more to ascertain what the Chinese 
have to sell to us, besides the articles 
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whioh have formod our staple exports 





from the time of the East India Com- 
pany aud the American and other fac- 
tories in Canton. We admit that there 
was not formerly the necessity for tlie

For years after the 
opening of Canton to goneral trade this 
work of theirs was ouly prospecting for 
a future that to many of them must Lave 
Appeared to grow more distaut as Lime 
pussed and the exclusive policy of the 
Chinese seemed to become more deter- 
miued, ‘The ciroumstauces of foreigu- 
ora iu China have greatly changed since 
thou, but the new conditions in which 
trade is couddtted—tue rapidity of 
stoam transit, increased production, 
competition among nations for foreign 
trade,—all impose on morchauts of the 
presenttime thenecossity of opening new 
markets and of extending those which 
now exist, It is no louger necessary 
for the Heads of firms to go in search 
of bayers ; a way more suited to the 
conditions of businoss iu these times 
aud in China is to make those in the 
provinces who now purchase our im- 
ports thoroughly acquainted with our 
wares, those which they have beon 
accustomed to take, aud others which 
we think likely tosuit the circumstances 
of tho country and the people, ‘This 
can best be doue by a combined effort 
on the part of foreigners here, sup- 
ported by their Governments and all at 
home wh interested in this coun- 
try. ‘The initiative must be taken here, 
and all necessary support will be 
forthcoming elsewhere. At present, 
foreiguers cannot establish agencies 
in places otber than thoso opened 
to trade by tho treaties. Nor is it 
likely that if foreignors wero allowod 
to travel in the country for trading 
purposes, that a great expansion of 
trade would follow. Even if such au 
expansion took place it would bo slowly 
jompliched, but what is wanted now is 
omething that will imprese the Chineso 





























































at a distance who kuow little or nothing 
of us or our commerce, and quicken 
them so that they may be induced to 
more enterprize, both in baying from 
us and in seeking out articles mhich it 
would suit foreigners to export.

THE VICEROY OF CANTON. 
‘Tue Viceroy of Canton has Jately boon 
applying himself vigorously to abate 
the wretched condition into which his 
province bas fallen, It would not be 
fair to blame him fur the evile, social 
and monetary, from which his Goveru- 
ment is suffering ; on the contrary, he 
is represented to us ns energetic, and 
sagacious, and an honest, if rather hard 
aud fast administrator, But he has 
had to spend a great den! more money 
in defences than his province ean pay, 
aud the war has orippled trade and 
curtailed the ordinary resources. Co 
sequently the Viceroy lins bills due for 
large amounts, aud uo visible moans of 
paying them within a period that would 
bo satisfactory to his creditors. ‘Then 
there are defigiencies in tho revenue 
chests; Haikwans, or Hoppor.as wo 
call them, have been in the habit 
when leaving office of making up their 
accounts, balanced according to cus- 
tom to the hundredth part of a cont, 
aud theso paper balances have been 
passed on from Hoppo to Hoppo. 
Bat the Viceroy demauded payment of 
this balauce the other day, or at all 
events to soit in silver, aud since then 
there has been great trouble with the 
Hoppo aud his friends, ‘The present 
Hoppo considers he should only account 
for his own share of the balance which 
should be in the chest, but tho Vicoroy 
asks for all, which has rise 
to all kiuda of rumours in Canton. 
Among the latest is the abolition of 
the Hoppoship, and another is, to allow 
a digoount ou the duty tu the Chinese 
who pay their duties at the uative 














customs. Both these plans would 
lessen the reveuue which the Ceutral 
Government derives from the Foreign 
Customs. Our ‘Taotai Shno and the 
Viceroy uve been in consultation on 
revenue matters such as opium lekin and 
smuggling, and it is thought that the 
Viceroy lins great hopes of largely iti.

eoarce of danger. Bat good as this 
would be, it is to what is dove in their 
own country to fiud employment for its 
natives that the anthorities should 
obiey look, aud if the Vicoroy shows 
au oulightoued spirit in encouraging 
trade he will leave the proviuce to his 
successor in a much quieter aud more 
prosperous condition than it is now. 
Constant employment and the material 
Prosperity which it creates are better 
police than stringent laws and the 
precepts of autiquity, excellent as these 
nay be. 























‘THE CONSULAR REPORTS, 1836, 
‘Tue Reports of the British Consuls at 
Foochow, Pakhoi, Tamsai and Kelang 
and at Wenchow for1885 havebeen pre- 
sented to Parliament and received hero, 
‘Tho chief part of the Report from Fuo- 
chow is occupied with a history of the 
Ton trade, freights and exchange during 
the year; which 
matter of past history in which only 
specialists will fiud edification, and we 
need only uote of them that about 
10,000 tous of tea were shipped last 
year by suiling vossols, ‘The Cousal 
reports that his relations with officials 
high aud low were ona juat and cordial 
footing, and that he fuand 
in gaining attention for British claims 
whou well-founded and not exaggerated, 
and the Consul at Pakhoi makes much the 
samo ploasant statement. ‘The present 
Viooroy of Fubkien, tha Consul sao, 
conducts business with regularity, aud 
ho moy add, with promplitude ; 
sionaries and converts are left quiet 
and undistarbed, and the high offioi 
—the Viceroy aud the Tartar General 
—makeno difficulty as in previous years 
in returning the visits of Covsuls, 
indeed, he complacontly remarks, they 
are beginuing to understand inter- 
national courtesy. “They have even 
taken the initiative of paying the first 
visit to the Consuls; for example, the 
now Tartar Commander-in-Chief, the 
highest official nt the port, condescend- 
ed,” is this satirical ? “ on bis arrival a 
few months back, to make the first 
call ou the Consuls,” and shortly before 
tho departing Tartar General—now the 
Twperial Commissioner in Manchuria 
took persoual Jeave of them on his 



































departure for Peking, while the Vice- 
roy bas called personally on the Con- 
sals in return for visits to him. The 
Consul remarks farther on this:— 
“Mach of this happy change in the 
aspect of affairs may probably proceed 
from a recognition on the part of China 
of the desire of Great Britain to be 
just and friendly towards this great 
Empire, and it may be also partly dae 
to the auspicious advent of a Minister 
so distinguished as the Inte Sir Harry 
Parkes to conduct the affaira of Great 
Bri at Peking.” The 
proved spirit Las lately been shown in 
other places, for instance, in the visite 
of the Viceroy of Canton to the re- 
presentatives of the foreign Powers 
at that port, and these, we learn from 
our correspoudence with the south, 
Lave been followed by His Excellency 
receiving the Consals on business when- 
ever they desire to seo him. ‘The Con- 
sul at Tamsui describes the satisfaction 
which was felt by all classes of the 
Chinese at the termination of the 
troubles with France, and the religious 
festivities which took place when Geueral 
Lin Ming-chuan presented the tablets, 
which lad been sont from Peking, to the 
presiding Goddess, when he visited the 
chief temple in state by order of the 
Ewperor, Tho insoriptions ou the 
tablots were.

In fact, the 
acts of brigandage aud piracy which c 
tute the nature of that revolt will conse, 
when, reduced to the last degree of misery, 
the villages will no longer be able to axck 
ench other. ‘Ihe contest will cease for want 
of combatants. 

In Tongking tho acts of brigandage which 
have burst out in divers places are not 
tho sigus of a revolt of the country, 
It is our duty in fact to assure our readers 
according to correct information that tho 
work of pacification is extending more aud 

. ‘The happy creation of @ province 
Muong will facilitate singularly the work 
undertaken and will pormit the Govern 
ment of the Protectorate to extend pro: 
gressively aud. insensibly the beneficial ef- 
fects of its administration in a radius of 
action enlarging exch day.

A.—As the treaties recently signed be- 
tween Cores and other countries are com- 
mercial ones only, if Russia tried to force 
a treaty with her, she would be in the 
wrong, and the other treaty powers have 
authority to decide who is in the right.

Ii 
doubtful if the Coreans will obtain a satis- 
factory result, x8 both modern and ancient 
history show the injustice of strong powers 
towards weaker oner, And even if the 
Coreaus derive great benefits from the 
frontier trade, they will uot find them a 
compensation for the troubles it will cause, 
What will it be then if Corea derives no 
benefits! If the Russian mission returns 
to Europe without having negotiated the 
treaty, Corea will soon find herself in great 
trouble. 

‘Tho treaty ought to be made, but great 
e necessary. LE your Government 
disdains this advice, it will soon repout of 
it, Such are the words I wished to aay 
to you, it is for Your Majoaty to ace if 
they are right ur not.
